HANGING UNMOUNTED FLAGS 


Correct 
Position of the Union to th« 
Eye of the Observer. 


It is sometimes a bit puzzling to 


know just how to bang a flag—Just 
what is the correct position of the 
union. A letter to the New York Trib- 
une tells exactly how it should be 
hung: 


•'All rules for hanging against a wall 


a flag which is not attached to its staff 
are in reference to the right or left 
hand of the observer. The union will 
be in the upper right band corner if the 
stripes are perpendicular. Thus on a 
street running north and south the 
tiags on the east side will have their 
unions toward the north and those on 
the west side will all have their unions 
toward the south unless some of then: 
are huug with stripes horizontal, when 
the position of the union will be re- 
versed. As one drives down the street 
this may give at first the impression 
that there Is no uniformity, though al; 
the flags may be correctly bung, but 
every flag will be right side out despite 
the diversity." 


The writer adds that a street bannei 


should be hung across the street at an 
equal distance from both curb*; that ft 
flag not attached to a staff hung: upon 
a wall should have the union at the 
top: that the union should be at the 
left of the observer if the stripes arc 
horizontal: that the union should be at 
the right of the observer if the stripes 
are perpendicular.

CCAXING THE SALMON. 


Try Trout Fishing Tactics When You 


Go After This Game Fith. 


Wien you are going to make a try 


for salmon remember your trout fish- 
ing. Keep low in the grass and bushes, 
cast delicately over the entire pool, be- 
ginning at the tail, where the fish are 
most apt to be in ordinary weather, 
and, working up to the very head, 
where they are often found after a 
rise of water, propel the fly with the 
variety of motion known to every trout 
fisher, and particularly try it at vari- 
ous depths. 


I have often found that the only way 


to start a salmon was to sink the fly_ 
at least twc feet and rely upon a tiny 
spasmodic twitch now and then (as at 
a. drowning insect^ to do the trick. 
This is often effective after a fish tuw 
come np once and refuses to repeat tte~- 
experiment. 


When a rise comes it will probably 


be a slow one. Do not move the fly at 
all after the first sign. Strike lightly, 
but firmly, on the first impact If the 
line is short, and when you have count- 
ed two or three after the rise if tto 
line is long. Advice not to strike, if 
applicable at all, pertains only to swift 
water when fishing downstream. TJit- 
der any other conditions failure to 
strike is often suicidal.—Outing.

A Constroctive Criticism on the 


House Revenue Bill. 


LOANS BETTER THAN TAXES 


Five Reasons Why Excessive Taxes at 


the Outset of War Are Disadvantage- 
ous—Great Britain Example Worthy 
of Emulation—How ths Taxes Should 
Be Apportioned.

On May 23, 1917, the Ilouse of Rep- 


resentatives passed an act "to provide 
revenue to defray war expenses and 
for other purposes." In the original 
hill as presented by the Committee of 
"Ways and Means, the additioual reve- 
nue to be derived was estimated at 51,- 
810.420.000. The amendment to the in- 
come tax, which was tacked on to the 
bill during the discussion in the House, 
was expected to yield another $40,000.- 
000 or .V50.000.000. 


In discussing the Hause bill, tvro 


problems arise: 


I. How much should be raised by 


taxation? 


II. In what manner should this sum 


be raised? 
1. How Much Should Be Raised by 


Taxation? 


How was the figure of £1,800.000.000

Meeting all war expenses by taxation 


makes the taxpayers in one or two 
years bear the i-crden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
decade within the same generation. 


In the second place, when expendi- 


tures approach the gigantic sums of 
present-day warfare, the tax-only pol- 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income. Were this 
ahsolutely necessary, the ensuing hav- 
oc In the economic life of the communi- 
ty would have to be endured. 
But 


•where the disasters are so great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared im- 
practicable. 


Secretary McAdoo bad the right in- 


stinct and highly commendable cour- 
age in deciding that a substantial por- 
tion, at least of the revenues should 
be derived from taxation. But when 
lie hit upon the plan of 50-50 per cent, 
that is, of raising one-half of all do- 
mestic war expenditures by taxes, the 
question arises whether he did not go 
too far. 


The relative proportion of loans to 


taxes is after all a purely business 
proposition. Not to rely to a large ex- 
tent on loans at the outset of a war is 
a mistake- 


Disadvantages of Exccssiv* Taxes. 
The disadvantages of excessive taxes 


at the outset of the war are as follows: 


1. Excessive taxes on consumption 


•will cause popular resentment 


2. Excessive taxes on industry wili 


disarrange business, tomp enthusiasm 
and restrict the spirit of enterprise at 
the very time when the opposite is 
needed.

(3) Excises should be imposed as far 


as possible upon commodities in tks 
hands of tbe final consumer rattier 
than upon the articles which serve pri- 
marily as raw material for further 
KOiluction.

It is to be hopod t'jr.t the Senate will j

If the war continues we shall hsve to j 


depend more and more upon the in- 
come tax. By imposing excessive rates 
now we sre not only endangering the 
future, but are inviting si! manner of 
difficulties which even Great Britain 
has been able to escape. 


Conclusion. 


The House bill contains other funda- 


mental defects which may be summed 
up as follows: 


(1) It pursues an erroneous principle 


in imposing retroactive taxes. 


(2) It selects an unjust and unwork- 


able criterion for the excess-profits tax 


(3) It proceeds to an unheard-of 


height in the income tax. 


(4) It imposes unwarranted burdens 


upon the consumption of the commu- 
nity. 


(5) It is calculated to throw business 


into confusion by levying taxes on gross 
receipts Instead of upon commodities. 


(6) It fails to make a proper nse of 


stamp taxes. 


(7) It follows an unscientific system 


in its flat rate on imports. 


(8) It includes a multiplicity of pet- 


ty and unlucrative taxes, the rexations- 
ness of which is out of all proportion to 
tbe revenue they produce

Rough estimates place the damage at 
between one-half to a million dollars. 


It was little wonder that during the 


height of the storm that people went 
down upon their knees in supplication 
for help. Man stood a helpless, stricken 
atom in the face of the dire manifestation 
of nature and was brought to a realiza- 
tion of the power of a supreme being. 
While property was wasting away and 
the apparent menace to human life was 
so close man was awesome, tearful and
